w.iys, togetlier with the merchants 
who set on the belief. That it pays, 
can be deterinine<l by anexnuination 
: of the wsya and methods of any auc- 
I ccsafnl butineu nuu. It will l>e in- 
varikble found th.il hli sncce^ hat 
I been gained by a liberal investment 
^ in advertising, on the contrary the 
; failure ol many is due to a slowness 
and want of business push and vim 
i on their part — in other words they 
I sit around and wait fur business lo 
I grow while the successful competi- 
tor creates trade idveitising: 
j Not only docs advertising creates de- 
mand for new things, but it widens 
the market for new om a — Itrre t.s 
interest and makesnumlArless friends 
' to the merchant. 

Advertising is nua ttu tell the peo- 
ple where the right gocsls are nnd the 
I right services to be lound, and ii these 
j ace not features of a business, it is 
1 b*ttbr policy not to advertise at all. 
j An ad. to be effcclivc must be wor- 
ded, and set in such a way (hat the 
moment the pajier is oi>ened, the eye 
will be drawn to it, and the attention 
held to it. 

The aiguinentalso must beconvinc-.^ 
ing throughout, concise and truthful. 
Catchy headlines, appropriate cuts, 
jiid artistic setting are necessary ad- 
juncts to an effective advertisement 
but permanent success io business is 
found on the merits ol the goods. 

Ciutomccs can be gotton for infer- 
ior goods, but a permanent business 
cau not be built np with them. 

While it is tnie that a great many 
people think that something can be 
gotten lor nothing, yet it la not good 
policy to startle sensible people by 
such delnsive annonneements aa 
•fire and water" "this day only,” 
etc Tlic-v d;cei re no one and give a 
badness man the appearance ol a 
cheat. 

Then again some merchants have 
the strange belief that people are al 1 
wild to re.ad aiuirthln ( tiinny, and 
pay large prices for space to display 
their wit, forgetting that there are in 
numerable papers devote l to the ex- 
clusive sale ol wit an 1 hu'upr rns 
best place for a real witty ,a I is iti 
some reiuote.l corner, w'aere it can 
occasionly be loan I fortho delectation 
of iutimate friends, or to so uj sym- 
pathetic travelling man. but timler 
no circumstances shoul-1 wit and hu 
mor be published with the idea that 
they will create trade. 

Some merchants make their name 
the most prominent part of their ad- 
veitisement. Very few men, howev- 
er button bole a man immediately on 
his entrance to their store, and shout 
theii name at him, then the names ol 
fifty or sixty articles in stock. They 
would, however, first endevor to find 
out the customer's wants, failing in 
this they would suggest something 
calling attention to its merits, giving 
him to understand what it is, why it 
is valuable and why the price is low. 
In the same way ii this kind of con- 
versation is put into a newspaper cir- 
culation tbrougliout a community 
where such an article or articles will 
be in demand, it will be an efiective 
and paying advertisements. If a rea- 
sonable number ol tlicsc people need 
or want the goods, it will pay to bave 
them advertised 

The beat advertisement tell of but 
one thing at a time, and the brieler it 
is, providing the article to be sold is 
ade-quality described, the better and 
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more cflccUve the advertisement. 
Ooo<l taste will dictate the amount ol 
space to be used, but it should in all 
cases be such as to admit ol an am- 
ply display. ’

CHanio of Hinge Dug tbn Latest In 
the Line of Amusements.

According to tho York World, 
Mexico's jumping bc*n has had its 
day, and the "hinge bug" la the 
fad of the hour. The hinge bug Is 
longer, brighter, mom active, more 
ambitious than any member of the 
beetle family yet discovered. He 
can jump further, ha is more active 
in many ways thau any of his class, 
and he can simulate death like a 
'possum, but what is more to the 
point of this story; he olTcrs an op- 
portunity to gamble on bis move- 
ments. At maturity the bug is 
about one and a quarter Inches long. 
It bos a short thorax and a long ab- 
domen. Tho two eyy are tlAy cir- 
cles of deep black, surrounded by a 
white rim. Two very prominent 
white rings on the thorax, a quarter 
of an Inch behind the eyes, are mis- 
taken for the eyes upon a cursory 
glance. 

Like all beetles, this onu seems to 
bo encased in a shell, which, as a 
matter of fact, Is but a horny cov- 
ering of tho wings, which at night 
it unfolds and uses In flying about. 

It has six legs, like all beetles, and 
prominent antennae. It lives on 
the smaller insect life found on the 
barks of living trees and rotten logs 
by day, and at night when on the 
wing devours these inferior members 
of .its species that are out of its 
class. 

Everything in living nature has 
its means of defense. The 'possum 
plays dead. The hinge bug lies on 
its back, conceals his six legs and 
looks like a twig. When danger has 
passed bo makes a spasmodic move- 
ment, and in some way loosens this 
remarkublo hinge, with the result 
that ho leaps Into tho air a matter 
of two to twenty inches, turning 
over in his flight, landing on bis six 
legs, and scampering off, should he 
land squarely. If ho should fall again 
on Ills back ho "lays dead" for a mo- 
ment or two and tlicn makes anoth- 
er vault. 

When in tho recumbent position 
a slight touch on tho "hinge" causes 
him to forget his pretense of death, 
and he leaps wildly into the air. 
And tlint in a general and unscien- 
tific wav is all tliat can be said about

It has no doubt been crawling 
through the woods of North Amer-

ago to an assemblage of Richmond 
county brewers an opportunity to 
exchange their money through *.

In the center of an ordinary round 
table a circle is drawn, one foot in 
diameter.

Lonvincingly Illustrated by the Man- 
ager of a Missouri Exchange. 

The cheapness of the telephone 
service has been illustrated convlnc- 
li (zlv by the general manager of a 
Missouri exchange. During the day 
he made the operator keep a record 
for tho complaining subscriber, and 
at night he knew exactly how many 
t -nes the telephone had been used. 
He fluds out that it is cheaper to 
uso a telephone than postal cards 
for any kind of business. The way 
he figures out this Is to divide the 
cc . t of the telephone for a year by 
tl, ) number of days, which gives the 
CO' t to the subscriber per day. A 
t 'ephone that costs seventy-two 
dollars a year costs about twenty 
ce.r ts a day. If tho telephone has 
b.'on used twenty times in tho day, 
ec U call has cost the subscriber 
ju ,t one cent, or the price of apostul 
card. The average telephone, how- 
ever. makes between twelve and 
tliiileen calls a day, and answers 
8 i equal number, which makes the 
cost to each subscriber whose in- 
Bi rumen I is used a little less than 
one cent for each conversation. Of 
ccurse, tlie number of calls ‘on a 
telephone varies. In some bouses 
each interview costs two cents or 
more, while there are others that do 
ni.i pay over two mills or three 
mitls for each interview. In many 
houses it is customary to send all 
orders to the butcher and grocer 
over the telephone, and in many ' 
other directions the use of the In- 
sirument gives promise of wide ex- 
tension. Already calls, by mutual 
understanding, are mode over the 
tclephoiio which will soon pay an 
Important part in many other social 
(unctions.

NEW ENTERPRISE OF WOMEN. 

Sailing Family Supplies on the In- 
stallment Plan, 

There are many ways of eaminR 
a living la this big city, says tha 
Philadelphia Record. Not very long 
ago some wide-awake woman hit 
upon a new Idea which proved so 
successful that not less than a dozen 
others have followed her lead and 
are making wages far In excess ot 
the best paid female workers In the 
ordinary branches of business. 

These women make houae-to-bouse 
canvasses in dlfferentsectlonsof the 
city, chiefly among tha houses of the 
. medium poorer oUsaes, and tell or- 
ders for goods on a half dozen or 
more ot the larM retail dry goods 
and general fumlthlng bouaea. They 
charge a oommlaaioa on the orders, 
and, as an Induoeraent, their patrona 
My tor the gooda on installmenta. 
Tha women bava agreed with the 
houses 00 which they tell orders for 
goods for a oertaia oommlsslon on 
tha aalea, and their ordera are held 
aa good aa cash and honored as such. 

They find ready oustomera among 
the large clasa of people to whom It 
U a oonvenlenco or advantage to 
make such purohasea In Installmenta. 
The customers gladly pay the com- 
mlaslon charged la.axobange for tha 
inatallment privilege, and the bual- 
ness firms profit In the increased 
business diverted to their stores. 
The double oommlsslon repeived by 
tb.e women amounts to a handsome 
profit on every tale. 

They assume the risk, of course, 
ot defaults in the payments of tbsir 
customers, but it is very rare that 
they are aubjeot to loaaes of this 
kind. Blnce engaging in tha busi- 
ness they have developed a regular 
trade, and by the exercise ot judg- 
ment in soltcltlng new oustomera 
reduce the risk of loss to a min- 
imum. 

Women are peculiarly adapted for 
this business. They deal altogether 
with customers ol their own sex, 
work during their own time, and 
nre their own boaaet. Itls notunllka- 
iy that the idea may ba anlarged 
upon in time to ooma by buslnata 
b^es willing to adopt aueb math- 
ods to increase tlieir trada

This reliquary, 
sa.ys the London Telegraph, consist- 
ed of a crystal oviform vase, opening 
In the middle and surmounted by a 
fleurde Us In copper gilt. In It was 
suspended adriM human heart, and 
at the bottom of the vessel were 
some pieces of broken crystal. The 
heart. If certain documents and tra- 
ditions are to be accepted, was that 
of Louis XVII., and the proceedings 
opened with the reading of an auto- 
I graph letter from Don Carlos, In 
I which the writer thanked Mr. Dm- 
I mont for the homage which he had 
paid to this precious relic of the royal 
martyr, which he, the prince, ac- 
cepted In order that It might be de- 
posited In the chapel of the castle 
of Frohsdorf. 

As in such a matter everything 
depends upon the genuineness of the 
rello, the ^solemn declaration of the 
, donor was* regarded as a pious proof 
of its royal origin. He affirmed, 
'raising his hand a.s Frenchmen do In 
I a court of law, that the heart was 
I certainly the one which he had in- 
herited from his mother, and that It 
came into her possession from the 
hands of M. Gabriel Pclletan, who in 
j hla turn hod treasured it for fifty- 
three years, be having rediscovered 
It at the arebbishropio and recog- 
I nixed it as the one which his father 
bad intrusted to Mgr. de Quelan. 

Dr. Pclletan had. It appeared from 
documentary evidence, made so bold 
as to abstract the heart of the young 
king when he conducted a post-mor- 
tem examination of bis b^y upon 
his death in the Tour de Temple, by 
order of the comite de surete gen- 
erate. The doctor preserved the 
heart as an object of adoration and 
veneration, and on the return of the 
Bourbons endeavored to restore It to 
I royal keeping. Circumstances, how- 
ever, were against him; but imme- 
diately before his death, iu 1828, be 
supplicated by letter Mgr. de Que- 
lan, then archbishop of Paris, to 
receive the treasure, in order that 
it might be handed to the royal 
family. 

Then came the revolution of 1830, 
and with it the sack of the palace. 
The vase was broken in the court- 
yard by one Lescroat, who was igno- 
rant of its value, and be carried 
away merely the papers which were 
found with the vessel; but, subse- 
quently, by bis aid, M. Gabriel Pel- 
letan recovered the fragments of the 
shattered vase, which still bore the 
number seventeen and the stars 
mentioned in the receipt which had 
been given by the archbishop. Fur- 
ther search revealed in a heap of 
sand the royal heart, which retained 
the odor of the spirits of wine in 
which it had been for so long pre- 
served. 

Italy's Qrand Old Man. 

Francesco Crlspl, who is now in 
his seventy-6ftb year, even in looks, 
is anything but an old man. Ener- 
getic, restless by temperament, he 
leads a wonderfully active life, sel- 
dom leaving the Italian capital, even 
when the heat of the Roman summer 
drives every one else to the seaside or 
the mountains. Crispi works ail the 
time, sleeps little, eats less, and 
does not drink or smoke. Instead of 
indulging in copious libations of 
beer, like Prince Bismarck, or oven 
of his native wine, Crispi drinks 
nothing stronger than milk, of 
which be consumes about three 
litres a d^

his home in Wa.shington one of the 
most valuable libraries iu the city, 
not only in regard to the books it 
contains, but in the collection of 
medals and moneys of all nations.
